same whether one is producing a new game or a symphony-• 

Creativity is within the realm of each individual depending 
upon the area of expjsession and capatoillty of the individual* 
(Louis Fliegler). 

In order to make a contribution to acadenic excellence# 
creative thinking should lead to worthwhile results* The 
products of creative processes should conform to reality 
constraints and involve some genuine transformations. 

Hence proper identification of creative talent and its 
nurture is essential* Prom the humanistic point of view# 
creativity fostering makes it possible for all children 
to develop their potential to the full# even in the 
Intellectual domain. For tMs#' development of appropriate 
tools is es:?e»tial* those which can tap creative talent In 
any area. 

creativity has been the focus of attention of educa¬ 
tionists and psychologists in India too. Dimensions and 
indicators of creativity have been studies at length* A 
number of researchers like Baqer Mehdi#. Passi# Hajumdar 
and others have developed measures of creativity. Some 
of these measures have been in constant us© in various 
research studies while others are yet to get recogniticai. 

The present project was t^en up to collect infoimia— 
tion on these measures with respect to the development and 
use in various research studies thereby establishing the 
usefulness of these tests. 
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PROCEDURE a 

Th© main purpose of the project was to put together 
several tests of creativity developed in India* The 
investigators collected the abstracts of studies or projects 
in which creativity measiires developed indigineously were 
used* This was done with the help of collaborators in 
different universities and organisations and also published 
material lilc© “The Surveys of Educational Research® and 
Journals were consulted* A comparison among different 
tests of creativity was also attempted*

3^1© ®ra of creativity tests is a long one# Blnet had 
suggested that the interpretations of Inhblots could fo© 
used to assess creativity. Later# Simpson (1822) tried to 
design alternatives to existing tests Which measured creati** 
vity» Andrews (1930) designed tests of imagination, 

McClay and Meier (1931) tested iecreative imagination'# 
Thurston® employed tests of 'word fluency* and 'Ideational 
fluency® in 1940®s and Welch (1946) tested subjects® ability 
to ccTObln© items in novel ways# 

All these tests has^ fallen largely into disuse after 
the invention of Guilfords® 'divergent thinking® tests 
usually called the creativity tests. The best known among 
this flood of tests in the 1950®s and 1960»s were the 
®Alternative uses® tests the “Product Improvement* tests and 
the 'Consequences* teat. Later on all those tests ware 
included into the battery of creativity tests produced by 
Torrance and cam© to be knovm as ® Torrance Tests of Creative 
Thinking® * 

During the same period# anoth^ iiftportant test 
generated was *Remote dissociation Test* by Hednick (1962), 

The test though was called as a measut'e of creative tliinking 
was criticised on the grounds of being a test of convergent 
thihl^ing. Another importauL set ox croativil'y tests was 
produced In 196S by Wallach and Kogan# Their major contribu¬ 
tion was their emphasis on a game like atmosphere and the 
absence of time limits in testing procedure, from there# 
aorse the question of imposing time limits in creativity 
tes ts« 


In India too# dimensions and indicators of creativity 
have been studied in detail following one or the other 
approaches and hence varieties of definitions have been 
attributed to creativity. Thus different ways to study 
creativity Include « examining it in terms of person# 
product# process# press and place* 

I When it comes to personality traits that are not 
related to overt behaviour in the straight-forward way# 
tests may be invaluable as early indicators of creativity

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Xt is possible that the systematic and quantifiable observa¬ 
tions obtained by means of objective personality tests are 
able to detect some of the subtlia characteristics which 
elude casual and undirected observation in natural settings^ 

Product » Very little can be known about anyone following 
a (product-approach* « whether it is creative or not« 
orntremely complex judgment is required* Products do* of 
course, have an advantage that they can be studied at leisure 
time, independently of the creative person himself* Most of 
the measures of creativity follow this approach where response! 
are taJ^en as products of creative thinking* and these are, in 
turn, analysed on various dimensions - e*g# fluency, flexi¬ 
bility, originality, elaboration ability etc* Although 
products are of value and Interest in themselves, the crucial 
question remains - can a product tells anything about the 
personality of the individual who has produced it and whether 
there is a direct relation between what one does (produces) 
and the kind of personality he possesses* 

Processes t Creative thinking processes are covert and they 
can only be inferred from observations oi from their tangible 
©nd-prod\icts* Much of t.he literature on creative process 
centre around thinking and problm-solving areas* Wallas 
(19 26) identified four stages - preparation, incubationij Illu¬ 
mination and Verification while others have found six 


discernible steps «

Whatever may be the steps involved in the process, 
so far, none of the tool can measure what goes ®n inside 
the mind* 

Xt can only be through constant observation of indivi¬ 
duals® actions and his interviews as to why he Is performing 
a particular act and while or after performing it, what he 
feels, that one can get a deep Insight into the creative 
thinking process* 






P£ess_ji^orpl^ce t Environment as well as the place of 
work of the individual influences his behaviour* Environment 
that is conducive to creativity motivates him to do a 
creative act^ and the place of work or the society where he 
lives# or# th® institution which he is attached to# may 
provide him stimulus and opportunities to strive further* 

Thus creativity can not be studied in isolation from 
the environment#

universities were contacted and different journals concerned 
with researches in education were ccnsulted* Thus, at first, 
a list of Various Indian Universities conducting M«Phll, and 
Ph«D* programmes was drawn up as per the Indian University 
Catalogue, 1989 

To collect Information about the studies and project 
relating to either development of a test of creativity or 
Its use, the departments of education in various universities 
were approached with a request to appoint collaborators* The 
response remained lilkewarm.

Taking an overall view of these studies# it can 
be said tiiat sane of the findings based on different 
tools (for the same variables) ere more conflicting as 
compared to the findlnrs based on same tools (for the 
same varlablos)* Undoubtecily# difference in the 
tools is one of the major aspects, other factors affecting 
the results include -* eurea of th© study, sampling 
pattern, nature'and type of sample used and the various 
controls applied during their investigations by th© 
researcher* 
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Almost all the Indian creativity testsi, may they 
be the meastires of creativity in general# scientific 
creativity, mathematical creativity car literary 
creativity# have been patterned on the lines of 
Guilford® ® test« Thus they follow cognitive approach 
to assess creativity. 

Tasks presented in them are either merely verbal 
or mostly a combination of verbal and non-verbal by 
nature# Almost all of them are time - bound measures. 
Various dimensions scored by ahaost all of them include s- 
fluency, flexibility, originality and ol^oratlon* 

Along with these abilities, some of them measure other 
dimensions such as - indigeneous solution of problems 
(creativity test by Chauhan and Tiwari, creativity 
test in Bengali by A® K« Sarkar, 1980) # Transformation 
ability, canplexity, product-designing ability and novelty 
(MIER test battery by A*K. Gupta, 1975) and imagination 
ability (w.B. Kundley's library creativity test in 
Marathi, 1977), 

Itans in almost all of these tests represent a 
heavy intake from foreign tests e#g, if Torrance®* 
test asks the subjects to list down various unusual uses 
of ®Bricks* then most of the Indian creativity measures 
require the stibjects to list down unusual uses of 
«water* or ‘wooden stick* etc# Though these items are 
adapted to Indian situations, rationale for their 
inclusion can not be Justified. 

Creativity, as such, involves comples^/higher 
cognitive processes which indeed are not measured by 
any of these tests* simply providing unusual uses of 
an object or listing out similarities of a pair of 
objects or the ability to draw diagrams by elaborating 
and incorporating circles, e&lipse® or triangles etc*

Moreover, those tests ao not erouse any Kind of 
interests or intrinsic motivation which is highly 
important for creativity. Thus, these tests 
measuring what in real terms is Known as creativity. 

A test based upon situations encountered in real 
life can be a batter measure of creativity. TOsts of 
Leatlvity in science, arts, medicine, and 
etc. should require solutions to genuine pro era

Establishment of critorion as to what cr-oativity 
actually ±£i difficult as creativity varies not only 
front society to socloty but from person to person In a 
given society and ev©n front time to time within the same 
society. 

Present day approaches to study creativity on one 
hand heavily rely on individual testing procedures and 
at the other hand they are far from studying the special 
personal characteristics such as independence, impulsive¬ 
ness, self-confidence etc® that are the pre-requisites 
for the emergence of creative thimklng® 

According to Hojevar <1981), “a single and straight¬ 
forward inventory of creative achivement and activities 
appears to be more defensible than the more commonly 
used method*'* ThiB suggests the us© of more informal 
or unstandardise<? identification procedures like a case- 
study approach, ihat could be based on multiple source® 
of information /ather than a single test battery that 
is utilised to identify creative individuals.
